stopped by a much higher belt of 
ionisation discovered by Profes- 
sor Appleton. 

This takes us 140 miles above 
the earth, and brings us into con- 
tinuous contact with missiles from 
outer space. The meteors, or 
“shooting stars,” belong to this 
zone,.and the layer itself is caused 
by a rain of electrified particles 
which are ‘shot out from the sun. 
These “corpuscular rays” are also 
believed to be the primary cause 
of the aurora.

A wireless signal may ricochet 
many times between such layers 
and the earth; last year, a short- 
wave signal sent up from East).
